In an effort to cut back on 
costs St. Albert's committee 
of the whole decided to stop 
printing town maps last 
Monday night.

Voters turned down the money bylaw for the Rec. 
Complex yesterday with 2148 ballots against the 
complex as opposed to 1250 in favour. 

Unofficial figures showed a total vote of 3398 on the 
Rec. Complex and 3408 on the annexation, which 
represents about a 30 per cent turnout of the 
approximately 12,000 eligible voters. 

Out of 33 polls 25 were recorded against the complex 
and eight were in favour. Braeside, Forest Lawn, 
Sturgeon, Akinsdale and Grandin districts were solidly 
opposed to the complex with Lacombe Park and 
Mission in favour. 

On the question of the proposed annexation of over 
nine sections of land to the east of town for a site for 
industry there were 2307 ballots in favour of the 
annexation and 1101 voted against. 

Poll by poll official results will be carried next week.

The ‘‘Children The Chal- 
lenge’’ child guidance series 
presented under the direc- 
tion of Mr. D. Thomas and 
sponsored by the Parent 
Programs Committee of the 
St. Albert Protestant Sep- 
arate School District #6 
kindergarten had their first 
of six meetings on Monday, 
January 12 in the assembly 
area of Sir George Simpson 
School. The group of interes- 
ted parents enjoyed a brief 
introduction to the Adlerian 
principles of child raising 
before breaking into small 
groups for the purpose of 
interaction, 

The highlights of the 
evening included the idea 
that giving a child the 
opportunity to succeed pro- 
vides the necessary encour- 
agement for self-develop- 
ment. Genuine verbal ex- 
pression was emphasized. 
Praising the person can be 
discouraging; praising the 
specific act is encouraging. 
e.g. ‘*You are a good boy”’ 
versus ‘‘you must feel good 


about doing such a super job 
of making your bed.’ This 
gives the child a good feeling 
about a good act. 

Another area of emphasis 
focused on parents providing 
alternatives for behaviour 
from which he is held 
responsible. Many of the 
common behavioral probl- 
ems which occur daily can be 
handled effectively in this 
fashion. 

Importance was placed on 
allowing even the small child 
to develop independence. 
Many parents forget to let 
the child know that it is 
acceptable and realistic to 
expect that they will some- 
limes meet with failure in the 
pursuit of this independence. 

The next session will be on 
Monday, January 19, and 
further registration will take 
place at 8 p.m. Topics to be 
covered include the child's 
place in the family, the 
principle of encouragement, 
and a look at natural and 
logical consequences of be- 
haviour.

Four year old clinics 


Four Year Old Clinics have 
been held at Sturgeon Health 
Unit since 1969. The clinics 
were established to screen 
four year olds since it was 
recognized that some child- 
ren were entering school 
with problems, for example, 
loss of hearing, poor vision or 
emotional difficulties, which 
could have been identified 
earlier. By providing a pro- 
gram where these problems 
could be picked up before 
school entry, the Four Year 
Old Clinics have successfully 
bridged the gap between 
services provided by the 
Health Unit for children 
under three years of age and 
the school health services. 

However, the Early Child- 
hood Services now provide a 
setting in which screening 
tests on four year olds can be 
carried out by the public 
health nurses. There is no 
need therefore to continue 
Four Year Old Clinics on a 
routine basis. Instead, a 
modification of that program 
is being developed, and in

Spending spree

Ottawa’s spending cuts 
were a step in the right 
direction: But Ottawa is 
the prisoner of its folly. 
The inflationary effect of 
deficit spending on open- 
ended giveaway programs 
is built in so deeply that 
to make: drastic cuts too 
soon would be disastrous. 


The Canadian free lunch 
counter, which took 12 
years to erect, has to be 
dismantled gradually. But 
Canadians must keep up 
the pressure to see that 
it is done.

Cancelling Opportun- 
ities for Youth, Local 
Initiatives Programs and 
the Company of Young 
Canadians was symbolic. 
Make-work programs have 
no place in a market ec- 
onomy struggling to regain 
its natural vitality. The 
issue is bound up with 
minimum wages. The high- 
est unemployment among 
teenagers is in the pro- 
vinces -- B.C. and Quebec - 
which have the highest 
minimum wage rates. In 
Britain, where there is no 
minimum wage law, un- 
employment among people 
between 16 and 24 is 2.1 
per cent. In Canada it is 
12.9 per cent. 


A possible solution is 
to reduce unemployment 
insurance benefits and 
minimum wage rates for 
teenagers as an incentive 
both to them and to po- 
tential employers. 


Ottawa's spendthrift 
policies have been copied 
by provinces and munici- 


palities. Despite the cuts, 
Ottawa’s spending will rise 
15 per cent in 1976. Only 
one province -- Nova Scotia 
with 10 per cent--forecasts 
less than that. The average 
spending increase for the 
other nine is 21.5 per cent, 
against an average revenue 
increase of 17 per cent.

Now the provinces are 
trying to shift taxes to 
municipalities, where they 
fall on the shoulders of 
property owners, many of 
whom are among the hard- 
est hit by inflation.

Spending wiil not be 
controlled without first 
freezing, then reducing 
the civil service. Their 
salaries. pensions and 
palatial offices are only 
part of the cost. The real 
cost is in their power to 
waste public funds within 
the authority of outdated 
spending programs and to 
dream up new ones.

Disagrees 
re cultural needs 


On January 14, 1861, 
Reverend Albert Lacombe, 
OMI, decided to found a 
mission ‘‘on the Hill’’ in St. 
Albert. He did not know the 
meaning of fear nor did he 
procrastinate. 

That action in the dead of 
winter, one hundred and 
fifteen years ago, was an act 
of faith and total dedication 
to the formation of a good, 
flourishing community. 

He dared to fell trees, 
clear land, build primitive 
shelters, chapels and bridges 
which he began in April, as 
soon as the largest amount of 
frost had begun to disappear. 
Through all this, a few 
stalwart pioneers did their 
just part. They worked, they 
prayed, and they found time 
to laugh, to sing and to 
dance. They left us a legacy 
of their culture, our French 
and Indian culture. 

Perhaps the quotation 
from Danton, ‘‘Il nous faut

Ye are the light of the world. A city that is set on a hill 
cannot be hid. 


Getting kids on their own 
two feet at a very early age. 

That’s the business St. 
Albert resident Esther Mat- 
hews finds in. 

Looking around the class- 
room in the basement of the 
modernistic Kinsmen Club- 
house where you can see 
pre-school youngsters busy- 
ing themselves with what 
seem like games, an interes- 
ting process is being carried 
out, 

It’s only been going for 
just over a week, but already 
the kids seem to know what 
they’re looking for. 

You see them putting 
knobbed cylinders into woo- 
den blocks at first; and you 
say to yourself, so what until 
the kids’ teacher tells you the 
significance of what the 
youngsters are doing. 

“The children are working 
on knobbed cylinders to learn 
shape and dimension - each 
(cylinder) is half a centimeter 
smaller than another - and 
the knobs prepared fingers 
for holding a pencil.”’ 

The youngsters also learn 
delicacy and discipline in 
touch, adds Esther. 

They all seem quite happy, 
the youngsters, at the tender 
age of three to five as they

listen to the words of advice 
from Esther and also their 
assistant teacher Francine 
Duhaine of St. Albert. 

Esther explains other equ- 
ipment at the school which is 
very hard to come by in 
Canada, most of it having to 
be imported from Holland 
and Europe. 

She picks up and ‘demon- 
strates the use of a buttoning 
frame which is termed as a 
practical life lesson in the 
Montessori school philoso- 
phy at the Centre. 

Then she shows you some 
beautifully crafted beech- 
wood boards on which are 
pasted sandpaper strips. 
These sandpaper strips vary 
in texture and give the child 
discipline in touch and 
pressure. 

Some of the exercises the 
youngsters do would be quite 
demanding even for an adult. 
They can be asked to match 
flags to a particular country, 
or work through a series of 
slim beechwood squares till 
they can match the weight of 
one board with another. 

A similar exercise in per- 
ception is engaged when the 
children pore over brightly 
coloured animal and flower 
cards trying to match each 
card with another. If you look 


closely at the flowers, ani- 
mals or birds shown on the 
cards, you can see that minor 
differences in colour and 
shape could catch out the 
unwary youngster whose att- 
ention span was short or 
limited. 

Sometimes the exercises 
are so demanding on the in- 
tellect of the young pre- 
school child that the curricu- 
lum has to be switched every 
15 minutes so that interest 
does not wane. 

But at this school each 
child gets individualised 
attention so there is precious 
little possibility of a mental 
breakdown at this stage. 

And the kids seem re- 
laxed, 

The school in the Kinsmen 
Clubhouse is the first of its 
kind in St. Albert and there 
are only three others like it in 
Edmonton. 

Esther says that the 
schools are really well esta- 
blished in Europe and 
America but have yet to 
really catch on in Canada. 

The present course at the 
Clubhouse will continue until 
June, and February Ist an 
afternoon program will be- 
gin. If you would like more 
details on this, phone Esther 
Mathews at 459-7655.

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Mass of Resurrection for 
Michael Samwald was con- 
ducted by Father Jacques 
Joly at St. Albert Roman 
Catholic Church on Saturday, 
January 3, 1976 at 12 noon. 

Father Joly gave the 
thoughtful and warm eulogy 
and readings from the scrip- 
tures were by Ed McLaugh- 
lin.

Samwald’s grandsons, Jim 
Samwald, Jay Samwald and 
Michael Mcintyre. Interment 
was in the church cemetery 
and following the services 
luncheon was served at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Samwald in St. Albert. 

Mr. Samwald, who was 91 
years, 6 months at the time 
of his death had been hospit- 
alized December 26th and 
was a resident of Youville 
Home for the previous three 
years. Prior to that he had 
made his home at 3 Mill 
Drive. He was predeceased 
by his wife in 1944. 

Mr. Samwald was born in 
Breitenau, Austria, son of 
Michael and Elizabeth (Reis) 
Samwald. Always of an ad- 
venturesome and indepen- 
dent nature, he left home at 
the age of 13 to go to Italy, 
the first of many journeys 
which would take him to 
Rumania, Germany, Eng- 
land, the United States and 
Canada. Often he made his 
living as a waiter and while 
in Rumania he served in the 
Royal household of King 
Edward the 7th, receiving a 
momentum of appreciation 
from the King when he left. 

In Canada he came first to 
Halifax and later spent some 
years in Ottawa, Carruthers, 
Saskatchewan and then to 
Winnipeg where he was with 


the Manitoba Hydro Com- 
pany, formerly Winnipeg 
Electric for many years. 

He married Lavinia Dionne 
in Ottawa in 1910 and the 
couple raised three children, 
Leo, who predeceased him, 
John of St. Albert. and 
Jeanette, Mrs. R. Cy Mcln- 
tyre: Of Edmonton: Mr. 
Samwald is also survived by 
five grandchildren, six great 
grandchildren and a number 
of nephews and nieces. 

While in Ottawa he worked 
at the Chateau Laurier and

Extra costs if snow to be cleared from driveways 


While few, if any, muni- 
cipalities clear driveway en- 
trances after a major snow- 
storm, St. Albert recently 
asked its director of engin- 
eering and public works to 
prepare a study on the costs 
if that kind of snowclearing 
service could be provided. 

In the town’s monthly 
report, St. Albert shows its 
awareness that snow plow 
operators might lift their 
plow blades at each drive- 
way, but points out that such 
delays would hold up the 
overall snow clearance oper- 
ation. 

‘*A lump of packed snow 
would be left at each 
driveway. The operator ... 
would have to slow down and 
operate his blade plow at 
each driveway which would 
mean a considerable delay in 
snow clearing.”’

Whitetails and mule deer 
were very numerous. 

For instance in the six day 
period the writer was out, 90 
deer were personally ob- 
served. The whitetails were 
so numerous that even Hugh 
Bolton was able to bag a 
fairly decent buck although it 


was half blinded by old age.. 


Many hunters this year on 
the Prairies who thought 
they were deer hunting were 
actually practising good con- 
servation, by driving the 
roads in their vehicles and 
not walking. While there was 
no snow until the last day of 
the deer season, tracks could 
still be found if one looked 
closely. 

The Fish and Wildlife 
Division released the 1974 
big game harvest statistics 
some time ago. They esti- 
mate that only 4,356 white- 
tail deer were killed in the 
province in that year for a 21 


per cent success rate. 

The number of whitetail 
deer licenses sold dropped 
drastically after the switch to 
just two tags out of five in 
1974. In the writer’s opinion 
the 1975 harvest of whitetail 
will not, be much larger than 
1974. 

The season on whitetails in 
the Prairies is all too short for 
the population that exists. It 
is rumoured that there may 
be a whitetail doe season this 
year on a draw basis so as to 
spread hunters around in the 
various zones and avoid the 
opening day war. 

The Fish and Wildlife 
Division carried out a very 
effective helicopter check of 
deer hunters in the Wain- 
wright, Provost, Hardisty 
areas in 1975. 

The Fish and Wildlife 
officer involved stated that in 
one day over 70 hunters were 
checked by helicopter.

Gibbons pioneer passes at 102 years 


Mr. Charles Brumfit of 
Gibbons passed away at the 
General Hospital in Edmon- 
ton, Saturday, January 3 at 
the age of 102 years, nine 
months. Family prayers were 
held Monday evening - 
January Sth at Gibbons 
Emmanuel Church. Funeral 
service was conducted Jan- 
uary 6th from Gibbons 
Sacred Heart Church with 
interment in the Gibbons 
Cemetery. The service was 
conducted by Bishop Gerald 
Burch, Rev. Tom McNight 
and Rev. Jack Gibbons. 
Howard and McBride Fun- 
eral Services were in charge 
of arrangements. 

Six grandsons were pall- 
bearers; Keith and Ivan 
Dawson, Gene Kerns, Allan 
Oliver, Bill Plumley and 
David Wearmouth. The or- 
ganist was Mrs. Emily 
Oliver. 

Predeceased by his loving 
wife Francis in 1956, he is 
survived by one son, John C. 
of R.R. No. 8, Edmonton; 
five daughters, Mrs. W. S. 
(Emily) Oliver of Gibbons, 
Mrs. C. I. (Florence) Dawson 
of Box 281, Armstrong, B.C., 
Mrs. J. L. (Ethel) Kerns of 
Edmonton, Mrs. J. V. (Susie) 
Plumley of R.R. No. 6, 
Edmonton, Mrs. Roy W. 
(Joan) Wearmouth of Gib- 
bons; 19 grandchildren and 
40 great grandchildren. 

Born at Catford, a suburb 
of London, England on 
March 29, 1873 Mr. Brumfit 
emigrated to Calgary in July 
1891, where he worked on 
the R. G. Robinson ranch, 
located near the present 
Glenmore dam. He assisted 
in the fall round-up under the 
direction of Charlie Priddis 
the ranch foreman, riding as 
far west as Morley. John 
Ware the famous Negro 


‘ cowboy was also a member of 
the party. He also helpea 
take a trainload of fat cattle 
to Vancouver in February of 
1892. 

In April of 1892 Mr. 
Brumfit decided to move to a 
mixed farrn area and came by 
train to Strathcona where he 
crossed the Saskatchewan 
River on a ferry. 

He homesteaded on the 
site of the new south sub- 
division of Gibbons and 
resided their for 75 years. 
The farm was located on the 
old\Athabasca Landing Trail 
so he joined many other 
homesteaders in hauling 
freight using both oxen and 
horses. In 1904 he took two 
loads of freight, for the 
H.B.Co., to Grouard on the 
western shore of Lesser 
Slave Lake. 

In 1905 he married Fran- 
ces Elizabeth Close, daugh- 
ter of an immigrant family

Radials not as good 


as snows? 


Findings of the National 
Safety Council could ex- 
tinguish some doubts about 
substitution of radial-ply 
tires for snow tires. But their 
conclusions aren’t too pro- 
mising for radial advocates, 
says the Alberta Motor 
Association, 

The Safety Council con- 
ducted tests in an effort to 
help localities determine 
whether to accept radials in 
lieu of conventional snow 
tires. Their findings claim 
that “'... snow tires provide 
more traction over a reason- 


ably wide range of snow- 
covered road conditions than 
conventional radial tires that 
do not have a snow tread."’ 

A representative of the 
Council added, however, that 
the range of performance of 
radial tires was quite broad. 
Some exceeded conventional 
highway tire performance, 
while others fell short. 

Conditions in the tests 
ranged from one inch of 
medium-packed snow to as 
much as eight inches of loose 
snow,

Mink coat prices 


still steady 


Did you know that a mink 
coat is about the only item of 
clothing that has not gone up 
dramatically in price over the 
last 10 years? Surprisingly 
enough, you can still buy a 
beautiful mink coat for about 
$2,000. which is the same 
price you would have paid for 
it more than 10 years ago. | 

Wild fur pieces, on the 
other hand, have increased 
dramatically over the last few 
years. Top quality coyote 
skins, for example, sold for 
$96 a skin at the first fur sale 
of the season, which was 
held at the Hudson Bay 
Company's new auction fac- 
ilities in Montreal in Decem- 
ber. Prices paid for some 
other types of wild fur 
increased by as much as 70 
per cent. 

“These prices for wild furs 
make Canadian mink a better 
and better buy,’’ says 
Alberta Agriculture's fur 
farms supervisor, R. W. 
Gillies. A mink garment, he 
points out, will outlast almost 
any wild fur, except the 
Canadian beaver. 

The ‘December fur sale 
reports which have reached 
Mr. Gillies show that compe- 
tition for the more than 
200,000 Canada mink breed- 
er pelts which were offered 
al the sale was keen, that 98 
per cent of them were sold 
and that prices were up 20 to 
22 per cent over a year ago. 

Alberta mink pelts were 
not ready for this sale but 
will be offered at the second 
Canadian mink sale at the 
end of January. It is expected

to have a record 600,000 
pelts and should attract a 
large» number of world 
buyers. 

The question in Mr. Gillies 
mind is whether this en- 
couraging interest in mink, 
and a price hike like the one 
just witnessed are going to 
be enough to save the North 
American mink industry. 

The Canadian average 
price for all pelts sold last 
year was just over $15 gross, 
which, in view of the current 
price increase, would bring 
the average price that can be 
expected this year to $18 a 
pelt. 

‘However, with present 
costs of production, a price 
increase of this size,'’ says 
Mr. Gillies, ‘*is not going to 
make any mink farmer rich, 
but it may encourage those 
who have ‘toughed’ it out to 
date to carry on for another 
year."' 

Past records show that the 
average for all Canadian 
mink pelts sold during the 
last 10 years was only about 
$14.60 a pelt, while the 
average price for the pre- 


vious 10-year period was — 


$18.19. This means that mink 
farmers have taken about a 
$3.59 price drop per pelt in 
the last decade. Mr. Gillies 
says ‘‘It is. litthe wonder that 
many mink farmers have 
gone out of business and it is 
questionable in light of 
Spiraling production costs 
whether the current price 
rise is going to be enough to 
stern this drop-out trend.”’

CANADA 


Birdsfoot trefoil is a valu- 
able legume crop for places 
where alfalfa can’t be grown. 

Now, thanks to tests con- 
ducted for more than a decade 
by Agriculture Canada in the 
west, its performance can be 
measured against that of al- 
falfa. 

In well drained areas, 
birdsfoot trefoil yields are 
25 to 30 per cent less than 
alfalfa. It is not as drought 
tolerant as alfalfa or sweet 
clover, but it can withstand 
spring flooding _ better. 
Trefoil’s winterhardiness is 
lower than alfalfa’s. 

But it has never been 
known to cause bloat and it 
will produce. on... poorly 
drained or acid land. 

Two Canadian varieties 
were found to be the most 
winterhardy and to have the 
highest forage yields of all 
birdsfoot trefoils. Leo is a 
variety developed at 
Macdonald College near 
Montreal. Cree is a new strain, 
bred at Agriculture Canada’s 
Saskatoon, Sask., Research 
Station. Cree is superior in 
seed yield.

Agriculture Canada’s plant 
breeders have developed four 
new tomato varieties for the 
west. 

Booster, originated at the 
research stations at Morden, 
Man., and Lacombe, Alta., 
is an early, home garden 
tomato of the bush type. 
Melfort is another early, home 
garden tomato, developed at 
Morden and Melfort, Sask. 

Pembina is a market 
tomato, developed at the 
Portage la Prairie, Man., sub- 
station especially for the 
southeastern PrairieS. It is ex- 
cellent for tube type pack- 
aging and matures about a 
week earlier than the most 
commonly planted variety. 

Redstaker is another mar- 
ket tomato, developed at 
Morden. It is an early tomato 
of the vine type, which ripens 
and colors well under con- 
trolled storage conditions. 

Foundation seed of the 
four new varieties is main- 
tained at the Morden Re- 
search Station.

on highway signing 


Dr. Hugh M. Horner, 
deputy premier and minister 
of Transportation has comm- 
ented on the Alberta Motor 
Association report on High- 
way Signing and route mark- 
ing which was presented to 
him last month for his 
consideration. 

Dr. Horner indicated that 
he was pleased at the scope 
and substance of the report 
and noted the recommenda- 
tions largely support his own 
findings since he became 
minister of Transportation. 
While the report says that 


Alberta compares favourably 
with other provinces and the 
United States, it stresses the 
need to re-evaluate our sign- 
ing policy for smaller comm- 
unities, tourist and recrea- 
tional facilities, and mobile 
home parks, in terms of 
**people”’ needs.

Global Grain prospects 1976 


Although international gr- 
ain prices have slumped 
somewhat from their spec- 
ulative highs of August and 
September, there is little 
reason to fear a continuing 
decline as was the case 
during the first half of 1975. 

“Total production is curr- 
ently expected to be about 
the same as the revised 
estimate of 921 million tons 
for the 1974-75 crop year. 

However, distribution of 
the 1975-76 production is 
significantly different to that 
of 1974-75, and it is this fact 
that partially explains why 
current prices are some 30 to 
40 per cent lower than they 
were this time last year. 

Another factor is that there 
is more certainty now with 
respect to available world 
grain supplies than there was 
this time last year. All that 
was known at the end of 1974 
was- that world supplies 
would be tight at least until 


the 1975 Northern Hemis- 
phere crop was harvested. 
The most serious crop 
failures in 1975 which pre- 
vented the much needed 
growth in world food supp- 
lies, occurred in the Soviet 
Union and Europe. The 
Soviet crop, now confirmed a 
disaster, yielded only 137 
million tons, some 60 million 
tons less than last year’s 
rather mediocre harvest. 
Although Western Euro- 
pean production was fair by 
historical standards, it was 
down seven per cent from the 
record 1974 crop. East Euro- 
pean crops also suffered 
from less than favorable 
weather and now appear to 
be about five per cent less 
than the last crop year. 
However, these crop fail- 
ures were for the most part 
offset by excellent crops in 
Asia, North America and 
parts of the Southern Hemis- 
phere. India and China, for

example, both claimed to 
have achieved record food 
production. The United Sta- 
tes also harvested record 
wheat and corn crops and 
boosted their total grain 
output by 43 million tons to 
achieve a massive production 
of 242 million tons. Canada’s 
total grain harvest should 
approach 34 million tons, 
which represents a 16 per 
cent increase over 1974's 
poor production level. 

Australia’s grain harvest is 
now in full swing. It is 
expected to reach 16 million 
tons, some four per cent less 
than 1974’s excellent crop, 
but much better than had 
been expected following that 
country’s very dry seeding 
period. 

In contrast to their poor 
1974 harvest of less than six 
million tons, Argentina app- 
ears set to reap a bumper 
wheat crop of‘ more than 
eight million tons. Other 
Latim American countries 
are expecting reasonable 
grain harvests except for 
Brazil where the severe 
frosts of last July ruined the 
wheat crop. However, Bra- 
zil’s base for soybean pro- 
duction was unaffected and a 
further gain of 20 per cent 
over the last crop year is 
expected. 

In 1974, because of crop 
failures in most leading sur- 
plus producing countries, the 
importing nations were af- 


raid that their needs would 
not be met and, conse- 
quently, contracted their 
supplies wherever possible 
very early in the crop year. 
This buying boom caused 
prices to skyrocket in the fall 
of 1974. Since this has not 
been the case in 1975, prices 
are correspondingly lower 
than they were a year ago. 
United States Department 


of Agriculture analysts are | 


predicting a record high year 
in world grain trade despite 
the current lag in export 
business. Much of this ex- 
pected increased business is 
based on the Soviet Union’s 
crop failure and their need to 
import a massive volume of 
foreign grains. 

It is believed that as the 
additional demand, other 
than that of Soviet origin, 
begins to show itself, prices 
will start to show some 
strength. Other factors which 
could aid this strengthening 
include a general improve- 
ment in world economic 
conditions, a continuing tight 
holding policy by farmers 
and concern for winter crops 
in the Northern Hemisphere. 

Current conditions suggest 
that grain prices may have 
reached their seasonal lows. 
Rather than a continuing 
slump like that of last year, it 
seems more reasonable to 
expect at least some minor 
improvement in price levels 
in the early months of 1976.
